BIG DUCKS MAY RETURN. 

Reports from the Brawley-Impertal 
country indicate that much of the 
feed which has served to keep the 
big ducks there so long this year is 
now cleaned up, and the sprigs and 
widgeon may be expected to return in 
a few days if they are not already 
back on the local marshes. The teal, 
which are largely’ angle-worm feeders 
like the snipe, generally maintain 
their fatness better than the larger 


varieties, although they too are 
largely dependent upon the weed 
seeds for their living. 

All the remaining barley on the 
flelds is sprouted by the rains and 
thus the principal cource of food 


supply for the sprigs and widgeon is 
gone. In their place the widgeon will 
now take to eating grasa. For a time, 
until the grain becomes rooted, the 
ducks are able to pull ®& and they 
remain fat so long as they can get at 
the seed, but once it takes sufficiently 
firm hold of the soil, they break off 
the blade of grass and swallow that 
instead. There is little sustenance in 
it, and it also acts as a physic. The 
result is, the poor birds soon  be- 
come so emaciated that they are un- 
worthy powder and shot. 

‘The spoonbill generaiiv remains fat 
all season, owing to his industry and 
the scoop-shovel bill equipped = with 
lamellae for straining seeds and other 
nourishment out of the water. For 
that reason a spoonbil!l is a good duck 
on the fresh water ponds. and stays 
fat when some other birds starve to 
death. 

The argument that rains are a det- 
riment rather than an advantage to 
shooters in this part of the 
country was well proved by a com- 
narison of the shooting of last Wed- 
nesday with that the Saturday pre- 
vious. Tuesday night's rain was the 
first heavy shower that visited the 
Bolsa this season. On the Saturday in 
'question there were many new ducks 
|in the country, and most of the clubs 
had excel'ent shooting. A goodly pro- 
portion of big ducks were killed, not 
nearly as many as in previous shoots, 
although there were more than were 
seen Wednesday.

The 
Polsa Chica, Cerritos, Pasanena, Des 
Rey, Chico, Christopher and Cunvas- 
back are all cases tn point. 

Jhus far, no geese have been seen. 
Many think they will appear with the 
grass. As a sporting proposition the 
| geese amount to but little in Southern 
California, nowadays, being too 
scarce to repay the hunter, and not 
‘worth shooting when they do come 
within range, although all hunters 
take a crack at them whenever a shot 
| offers.
